,  Owen  Cooper,  Convention  pre¬ 
sident.  pointed  Mississippi  Bap¬ 
tists  to  their  most  critical  needs 
and  most  challenging  resources 
in  the  keynote  address  deliver¬ 
ed  before  the  Convention  at  its 
opeo4w«  session  Tuesday  mom 
ing. 

Mr.  Cooper,  lay  president 
from  Yazoo  City,  Cited  the  needs 
as  the  enthronement  of  Christ 
in  every  home,  the  curbing  of 
the  Increasing  crime  rate,  more 
evangelistic  fervor  a  greater 
missionary  undertaking,  and  an 
enlargement  of  Christian  edu¬ 
cation  facilities. 

To  meet  these  growing  needs 
he  called  attention  to  the  re¬ 
sources  of  Mississippi  Baptists. 
These  included  the  power  of 
God,  a  matchless  organization, 
a  dedicated  leadership,  and  a 
responsive  followship. 


He  climaxed  and  closed  his 
message  by  pointing  to  the  fact 
that  Mississippi  Baptists  are  yet 
young,  with  their  greatest  work 
hi  the  years  and  centuries 
aheag.

dom  of  God  as  the  politicians 
are  to  get  votes,”  he  said. 

Talking  in  the  area  of  mis¬ 
sions  the  speaker  cited  the  fact 
that  8,000,000  Southern  Baptists 
made  $11,000,000  available  last 
year  for  foreign  missions.  “That 
represents  an  average  of  only 
$1.37  per  Baptist,  less  than  the 
price  of  the  average  restaurant 
dlnnesf*  he  continued. 

Must  Meet  Challenge 

In  the  field  of  Christian  edu¬ 
cation  he  said  4hat  the  enroll¬ 
ment  of  our  Baptist  colleges  is 
increasing  at  a  rate  of  ten  per 
cent  per  year  and  th^demand 
In  the  future  for  increased  fa¬ 
cilities  will  be  even  more. 

“We  must  meet  the  challenge" 
he  emphasize^,  he  said  further:
